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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The references cited in the Search Report dated October 1 , 2004 have been 
considered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 12, line 1, the term "using" has been replaced with the term "utilizing" 
(see MPEP 2173.05 (q)). 

Reasons For Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This 
application teaches a composition comprising: (a) a major dye component which is a 
mixture of copper phthalocyanine dyes of the Formula (1 ) 

CuPcp.(S0 3 M)^p-(S0 2 NH 2 ) y Formula (1) 

wherein Pc represents a phthalocyanine nucleus of the formula 
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M is a cation; x and y each independently have an average value of from 0.5 to 3.5; 
(x + y) = 4; and the sulfo and sulfonamide substituents are attached to the (3-position on 
the phthalocyanine ring; and (b) a liquid medium which comprises water and an organic 
solvent or an organic solvent free from water and an ink composition comprising the 
above composition. The closest prior art of record is EP 1304359, which teaches a 
cyan dye mixture comprising a phthalocyanine dye of the formula 
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wherein M represents a proton, an alkali metal ion, an alkaline earth metal ion, an 
onium ion of an organic amine or ammonium ion; m is an integer of 1 to 4; n is an 
integer of 0 to 3 and m + n is an integer of 1 to 4 and wherein the S0 3 M and S0 2 NH 2 
substituents are in the alpha and beta positions and an ink composition containing the 
cyan dye mixture but fails to teach or fairly suggest that the S0 3 M and S0 2 NH 2 
substituents are only in the beta position as claimed by applicants. Furthermore, 
applicants have provided evidence in the specification (see page 12) that the 
phthalocyanine dyes of the instant claims having the S0 3 M and S0 2 NH 2 substituents 
only in the beta position show improved light and ozone fastness as compared to a 
phthalocyanine dye having the S0 3 M and S0 2 NH 2 substituents in the aloha and beta 
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positions. It is the examiner's position that these improvements would not have been 
expected by one having ordinary skill in the art. Accordingly, the application is 
allowable.
